bours what Wonders they had-ſeen, . 


And thus I have faithſully related ro you the ſtrange- 
Apparitions which Jattly happened near Zem#ev in 
Herefordfbire z wich to all ingentous perſons, cannor 
bur cauſe 2 great deal of wonder and Amazement ; and 
perhaps to ſome, Feats and Gheſſes ac future Judge- 
ments but let fuch fave thetnſelves the Labor of be- 
ing troubled at any Celeſtial or Terreſtial events, and 
employ that time he indiſcreetly waſts in dejecting
